Some Famous "Rocking Stones." 


During the years 1889-80 Professor Henry 


Beals of -the British Royal society was in 
the United States making a special searcl 
for "rocking stones" or "balanced bowl 
ders." But few of these geological won 
ders are known to exist, their scarcity at 
well as the curious manner in which the' 
have been left poised upon mountain tops 
and other eminences makes them objects o 
uncommon interest. The professor's visi 
to this country was made mainly to prove 
that these curiously balanced stones, ta 
many instances weighing hundreds of tons 
were carried on floating icebergs during 
tho epoch known us the "glacial period' 
and that the subsequent melting of these 
immense icefields left the stones in the po- 
sitions in which they are now found. 


There are two fine examples of "rocking 


stones" in New England, one at Noank, 
Conn., on the farm of Caleb Haley and the 
other at Lanesboro, Mass. The former is 
estimated to weigh 25 tons and oscillates 
to the extent of about six inches, and is so 
evenly balanced as to be easily moved from 
side to side by the muscular exertions of 
one arm and hand. 


The one at Lanesboro is described as be- 


ing the largest specimen of the erratic 
bowlder in existence in this or any other 
country. It is 45 feet high and 70 feet long 
and is estimated to weigh not less than 
10,000 tuna.—Phllodolpliin. J?ret,».

THE FLOOD OF NOAH COVERED ONLY 


A PART OF THE EARTH. 


jteaioni From a Noted Scholar That Show 


; Why tho Great Inundation Need Not and 


Without Many Miracles Could Not Have 
Extended Over the' Globe. 


Dr. Zahm's lecture at the Catholic sum- 


mer school at Plattsburg, N. y., on 
"Noah's Deluge" was a startling one to 
the audience. He denied the universality 
of the flood, and presented many argu- 
ments in proof of hie assertions. The fol- 
lowing are ex|jracts from his lecture: 


Burring the creation of the world and of 


man, it may be questioned if any event re- 
corded in'the Testament has given rise to 
more commentaries and provoked more 
discussion than the terrible cataclysm re- 
corded with such minuteness and detail in 
the seventh chapter of Genesis. Thefathers, 
in their interpretations of the inspired vol- 
ume, nnd the school men in. their ponderous 
tomes, devoted entire treatises to the con- 
sideration of the subject. The exegetists 
who succeeded the schoolmen found the 
quest/ion of the deluge no less interesting, 
and judging from the space they gave to 
the subject they considered its elucidation 
of prime Importance. 


With scarcely a dissenting voice the fa- 


thers, the schoolmen and the exegetists, 
who immediately followed them, were at 
once regarding the universality of the ca- 
tastrophe. The words of the Bible were 
taken literally, and the almost general con- 
sensus of opinion among theologians and 
commentators was that the deluge was 
universal, not only in relation to mankind, 
but also in reference to the earth's surface. 
One of the first to seriously controvert the 
theory of the geographical universality of 
the deluge was Isaac Voss in his "Dissertatio 
de Vero Mundi^tate." He maintained that 
not more than one-hundredth, part of the 
earth was submerged by the flood. 


The distinguished Benedictine, Don Mo- 


billon, having at the request of the congre- 
gation of the ind'ex examined the work of 
Voss regarding the nonuniversality of the 
deluge, gave it as his opinion that bis teach- 
ing was neither against faith nor morals 
and could therefore be tolerated. In the 
first place, no one could any longer seriously 
maintain that the fossils found in the vari- 
ous strata of the earth's crust were depos- 
ited there by the deluge of Noah. Such a 
view was now regarded as simply unten- 
able, if not absurd. 


Again, owing to the active researches of 


naturalists the world over, it was discov- 
ered that the number of species of animals 
was in excess of what had previously been 
imagined by far, and then a new difficulty 
presented itself that could not be ignored. 
Contrary to what Lindens had taught, Cu- 
vier and others pointed out the fact that 
there were several distinct foci or centers 
of animal life; that certain species and 
classes of animals are found in one part of 
the world, while other species have their 
habitation in another. It seems unreason- 
able, therefore, to suppose, even if the ark 
had been large enough, that representatives 
of the different species of animals of the 
various distant countries of the world came 
the representatives of the various fauna of 
distant countries and far off isles of the 
ocean returned to the places whence they 
came?

A Process by Whlcli It Is Made of Cob- 


webs and of Wood. 


A prominent revenue officer of Mont- 


pellier, France, named Bon, conceived tho 
idea of using cobweb as a substitute for 
silk. 
The notion was not a new one. 
In 


1665, when, one day, near Merseburg, Ger- 
many, the fields, meadows and trees were 
covered by mass.es of peculiar, blue cob- 
webs, the women of that town, both mar- 
ried and unmarried, wanted to preserve 
souvenirs of the strange phenomenon. 
They therefore by spinning made orna- 
mental stiings and similar trinkets of the 
cobwebs. 
» 


Bon had gloves and stockings manufac- 


tured of common cobwebs, and bent these 
articles, together with a treatise on the 
raising of spiders, to the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris in 1709. A commission 
was appointed for examining these propo- 
sitions, to which commission the famous 
naturalist Reaumur belonged, the inventor 
of a thermometer btill bearing his name. 
He showed that Bon's plan was impracti- 
cable because not enough files could be pro- 
cured for feediuu the spiders kept for 
breeding. This &eems tr be credible, if one 
considers that nearly 700,000 spiders would 
yield only one pound of silk. Bon's idea was 
repeatedly revived, and particularly Amer 
lean spiders, yielding a mote compac 
thread, were recommended, but cloth 
made ol cobweb silk always remain cur 
osities 
Thus the French naturalist d'Or 


bigny had a pair of solid trousers for whic' 
South American spiders had furnished th< 
raw material

"all" men and ''every" living creature that 
are to be destroyed. It is the "whole" earth 
that is to be submerged. The words "all" 
and "every" are absolute and exclude ubth>- 
ing, and it is these words, we are told, that 
must be satisfactorily explained before we 
are at liberty to accept any other theory 
than that which proclaims that the deluge 
was universal. 


In speaking of tbe famine which pre- 


vailed at the time of Jacob, Moses declares 
that tho famine prevailed in the whole 
world that the famine increased daily in 
all the laud, and that the provinces came 
into Egypt to buy food and to seek some 
relief for their wants. None of these pas- 
sages, however, are to be taken literally. 
Notwithstanding the use of the absolute 
terms "all" and "whole," Moses refers only 
to the countries and people known to the 
Hebrews. And so it is in many other in- 
stances that migat be adduced. The' 'whole 
earth" sometimes applies only to the prom- 
ised land; sometimes it embraces only 
Egypt, at others it is made only to refer to 
the kingdom o'J David or of Solomon, and 
at others again to a stretch of country 
bounded by the invisible horizon. The del- 
uge was not, as we may believe, universal 
to the carth'f, surface, nor as to all forms of 
animal life was it, excluding those that 
were in the ark. 


Neither the church, nor the fathers, nor 


the schools denned or showed that the uni- 
versal destruction of mankind by the flood, 
excepting of course those in the ark, was 
of faith. The first serious objections to a 
universal destruction of our race came 
from science, and singularly enough when

Three railfoads have gone into th< 


hands of receivers this jear, having 
aggregate liabilities of about $650, 
000,000. 
Their stocks and bonded 


debts aggregate about $595,000,000 
but the aggregate stocks and bonds o 
all the railroads which defaulted in 
any one of the years 1872-1875, in 
elusive, were about $480,000,000 in 
the year 1874. 
The capital stocks o 


the Erie, Reading 
and 
Northern 


Pacific aggregate $211,358,212, bu 
the stocks of all railroads which de- 
faulted in 1874 
amounted to onl 


$198.659,682. 
The bonds of the 


three great railroads, not including 
car trusts or contingent obligations 
land mortgages and tbe like, certainly 
exceed by about 
$46,000,000 the 


jonds of all the companies which de- 
faulted in 1874, that amount being 
$281,390,829. Including obligations 
not properly known as floating debts, 
the three great companies owed $384,- 
300,000, or $103,000,000 more than 
the total bonded debt of all the rail- 
roads which defaulted in 1874 
What 


the floating debt of tbe three great 
companies now is tbe various receivers 
would like to discover. 
Tbe aggre- 


;ate is variously stated from $37,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000, which would make 
the aggregate of stock and indebted- 
ness of which there was record some 
months ago at least $632,000,000 for 
be three companies. It may be pre- 
umed that tbe disclosures made by 
'eceivers and the operations of the 
ast year will raise the aggregate to 
about $650,000,000, which compares 
with about $480,000,000 for all the 
ailroads that defaulted in 1874. 


There have been other railroad de» 


aults during this year besides the 
hree mentioned, and several of them 
wve been of ~some importance, but no 
ccount 
of 
tbase is 
needed 
to 


how that, in this particular, the dis- 
sters of 1893 bave already surpassed 


within a few months those which 
ccurred in any entire year between 
871 and 1876. 
The fruits of "a 


hange" bave this year been more 
erious already than those of the most 


extensive financial reverse the country 
has ever seen 
Nor is this surprising 


when it is remembered that the im* 
mediate cause of disaster this year, 
alike to i ailroads and to bankers, was 
the profound distrust with which 
foreign investors came to regard tbe 
financial future of this couuliy after 
it was known that tbe party of cheap 
money and Free Trade bad prevailed 
Sales of stock on foreign account 
speedily raised tbe exports of gold to 
more than $18,000,000 in tbe month 
of April, and tha outgo of the precious 
metal soon forced contraction of loans 
and credits, and produced alarm among 
American holders of securities and 
depositors in banks. 
The beginning 


of evil was the conviction that the 
policies which had made this country 
marvellously prosperous 
for thirty 


years were to be abandoned. 


Tbe financial misfortunes of great 


railroads do not usually change' ma- 
terially the condition of large bodies 
of working people. 
The railroads 


continue 
to 
run, whether bank- 


rupt or not, and most ot 
the 


hands continue to find labor and to 
draw wages, even though their wages 
may be reduced. 
But if manufac- 


turing establishments having $650,- 
000,000 invested should become insol- 
vent, a vast army of workers would be 
thrown entirely out,of employment. 
Probably there is no other investment 
of capital of like amount which could 
be thus thrown into the charge of re- 
ceivers 
without 
producing 
vastly 


greater disorder of industry than that 
which bus followed the default of the 
three railroads. A few hundred men, 
at most, ceased work because of tbe 
misfortunes of the Reading and the 
Erie. 
A far greater number have 


been thrown out of employment by 
the failure of single manufactui ing 
establishments having not more than 
$1,000,000 capital. 


Hence, it is that the public rightly 


consider the industrial misfortunes 
incomparably more important than 
those of the great transporting com- 
panies. 
But the same threatened 


change of National policy has also 
brought about industrial disasters in 
greater number, and thrown out of 
employment a vast army of workers. 
It is stated that 93,000 looms and 
4,300,000 spindles are now idle in 
New England alone, and that 100,000 
bands have thus been deprived of their 
means of support. 
Such a change as 


this is not to be regarded witb indif- 
ference by men of either party.—N. 
Y. Tribune.

* RUIN THAT RECALLS ADVENTURES 


OF PIONEER DAYS. 


A f null Covered Fortification Discovered 


by • Y«t*r*n T«*a« Ranger Who lu III* 
Y«unc*r D«y» Board an Interesting Story 
About Colonel Bowie. 
X i. Lowell of Utopia, Uvalde county, 


to aci old TWCIUI rticger, ana in a conv«im- 
Hon with a numterot gentlemen at CMr«»- 
ton the other day he gave an account of 
hli riilt to the old fort erected by the cole- 
brated Junes Bowie. 


"A short time ago," remarked Captain 
— - —"•—- *..—.» vet"! 
*^*il«*l«i*7Vl VUJJl/UlIl 


Lowell, "while crowing the divide between 
the Main and Dry Frio, about 80 miles 
west oMTtopin, I noticed on the side of a 
hill a driOTlar pile of rocks, resembling an 
old fortification. Being interested in such 
things I turned aside to investigate. On 
arriving at th» place I discovered that the 
rock* had been placed there by the hand of 
man at in early day. The fort, which I will 
now call this rude structure, was built on 
th« Mratfc aide of a bill, making a complete 
circle, wrapt a gap at the lower end, which 
had been left open as a place of entrance. 
Some of the stones were very large and 
would hare required the united efforts of 
a dozen men to put them in place. The 
height of the rock wall when first built 
would have covered a man to the neck, and 
tho place would have made an admirable 
•pot to *tfnd off a band of Indians, which I 
have no.doubt it had been built tag, The 
next thing was to look around anc see if I 
could discover anything by which I could 
determine what caused the presence of tho 
men who built the fort, although I had 
gnawed they were gold hunters. 


"I noticed the entrance to the fortifica- 


tion was on the lower side toward the foot 
of the hill and opposite a small cedar brake, 
as if men would come from that point in 
case of danger. As soon ns I entered the 
cedar brake the problem was solved at once. 
I saw an Immense pile of earth banked up, 
•nd near it a shaft. It was at the base of a 
bill, not a hundred yards from the fort, 
near the head of a ravine. It 'was an old 
mine, either of gold, silver or lead, and had 
teen worked many years ago. The entrance 
tothemin* was down a fllgbt of 10 or 13 
•teps cut in the soil, which time and the 
action of tho water pouring into it during 
heavy rains had not effaced. At thebofr- 
torn of th« steps the excavations extended 
west under the hill upon which tho fort was 
built. I did not penetrate it far, as I had 
no light. On the mound of soil near the 
•haft grew cedar trees as large as a man's 
body, indicating a period prior to the ad- 
Tent of the Texas pioneers intotliei«moun- 
tains, when *he country was full of hostile 
Indians. Tho fort on tho side of tho hill 
commanded all approaches to the mine. 


"In surmising in regard to the people who 


formerly worked this mine I at first conclud- 
ed that they were Spaniards or Mexicans, 
but finally connected the place with the cele- 
brated Texan, Colonel James Bowie. I rec- 
ollected hearing my father relate a circuin- 
itance which he heard from Colonel Bowie 
In Gonzales before tho Texan revolution. 
Colonel Bowie said that on one occasion, 
while prospecting for gold or silver in the 
mountains west of San Antonio, he had 
mink a shaft in search of silver. Ho hud a 
force of 80 men with him, and anticipating 
•n attack by the Indians fortified the camp 
by piling up large rocks. Their position 
commanded every approach to their camp 
»nd shaft, and also to a spring of water 
something over 100 yards distant. 


"While engaged working this mine they 


were suddenly attacked one morning by a 
Urge body of Comancho Indians. Bowie 
and his men at once took refuge in the 
fortification, and the battle commenced 
With great fury. The Indians, however, 
were soon driven to cover In the ravines 
and behind the rock" by the deadly flre of 
Bowie's men. The fight lasted all day, each 
parly firing aa opportunity offered. Dur- 
ing the, day, hqwever, Bowie's men drank 
np all their water and began to suffer in- 
tensely with thirst. The Indians, however, 
from their position in the rocks and gullies, 
commanded the spring, and it was almost 
certain death for any one to venture. If the

lively to be overwhelmed by the superior 
force of the savages, but something had to 
be done. 


"Now, Bowie owned a strong young ne- 


gro named Jim, who was one of the party. 
" 'Jim,' mya Bowie, turning to the negro, 


"won't you take the gourds and bring us 
Ktme water from the spring?1 


" 'No, sar, marse; Jim couldn't think of 


such a thing, Them Injuns is a-layin dar 
hi dat brush and rocks, and dey could Ret 
up and kill dis nigger befo" you could say 
"scat" twice, and befo' I could half fill dem 
gourds. No, sah; can't go.' 


"Bowl* looked at the negro with his 


keen, piercing eye, and said: 
" 'Jim, which aro you most afraid of—me 
or the India,is?' 


"'Well,now,1 replied Jim, 'if you 'sist on 


me gwin* of course I'll go; if de boys is 
bound to have some water befo' they can 
whip the Injuns and you 'sist on me 
a-gwint., why den I'll volunteer my serv- 
ices. Hunt up dem gourds. I'm off.' 


"Bowio now told Jim he need not fear, as 


they could protect him with their rifles 
from the fort while he was getting the wa- 
ter. It appears that the Indians were not 
expecting any ono to attempt to oome from 
the fort for water and evidently did not see 
the negro—in fact, they had to keep well 
hid themselves, as every exposure of their 
persons would bring a whizzing rifle ball 
from the hill. The negro advanced to the 
spring, filled the gourds and was starting 
back before the Indians discovered him. 
They now, however, set up a terrible yell- 
ing and commenced firing at him, which 
also draw the flre of the fort, as several of 
th» Indians bad shown themselves. The 
negro now commenced running as best he 
co^ld with several gourds dangling about 
him, with a number o( Indians in close pur- 
suit, notwithstanding the fact that several 
of their number had fallen before the dead- 
ly aim of Bowie's riflea. One burly savage 
dropped his empty gun, and drawing his 
tomahawk ran close to the negro, intend- 
ing to strike him down with that. 


"A rifle cracked from the lower end of 


the inclomre, and the Indian fell back- 
ward. 


"Jim soon arrived, puffing and blowing, 


bringing the water gourds with him."—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

It is time that in certain cases a sweeping 


reduction should be made. It is proper—it 
is needful to stimulate research and inven- 
•)on, that the man who makes a desirable 
naclilne should profit largely by it. True, 
• >ur patent offlco confers no piotuctionbe- 
rond tho mere issuance of a paper, and any 
hief who wants to steal ail idea can take 
It if he has money enough to embroil the 
inventor in a suit, for the potent office, 
'Those decision should be final, will do 
nothing to sustain him against his adver- 
i dry, but even allowing this a patent usu- 
ully insures success to an inventor who has 
I node anything that the public real] y wants. 


There are two considerations, however, 


(a the singleness of right that is implied in 
« patent. One is that the inventor shall 
j'roflt by his work, and tho other is that the 
public shall likewise profit by it. The one 
( ains money; the other pays it to him in 
«xchange for his new convenience. If he 
(oes not intend to use his right of sole 
r lanufacture, he might as well have kept 
Btill about his discovery and saved the 
Money that the process of securing a pat- 
eat must cost him. Formerly it seems to 
lavo been customary among inventors to 
s itisfy themselves with a moderate return 
of prosperity for their work, but latterly 
t ley are disposed to regard the public as 
made for their enrichment. In most com- 
mercial or speculative essays it is thought 
t< > bo well if a gain of 7 or 8 per cent a year 
ii realized, which would imply an increase 
of that degree in the selling price over the 
co»t price of the articles or securities that 
a e dealt in, but some of the manufactur- 
er, as of typewriters and bicycles, appear 
tn think that a profit anything abort ol 200 
f ir cent is little enoujjh on each machine. 


A typewriter that costs 1100 m the mar- 


kot is made for about 815. Add to this* 
1) beral estimate for office rent, tho employ 
ol agents, advertising and so on, and it is 
61 ill difficult to see the justice of charging 
such a sum. Moieover, the machine is 
D) ado expensive to its owner after he gets 
it 
Every rod, bolt, screw, wheel or what 


nut that has to be replaced in the natural 
TV aar of the instrument is sold for twice the 
amount of money that would be charged 
for a similar bit of mechanism devoted to 
any other purpose. Even a bit of ribbon 
cliarged with ink costs $1. It is plain that 
tliose who make typewriters want to be 
ri''h and want to be rich quick. This isnot 
the case alone with the makers of typo- 
w liters. It is whispered that bicyples that 
sell for 4100 and more cost less than $25 to 
pi it together, and to look at them one would 
bi inclined to admit that as quite possible. 
There are other mechanisms, used in certain 
tr ides and leas known to the fieneral public, 
wnere the profits aro held to approach the 
in (possible. 


The efreet of tho expiration of patents on 


th ings for which there is a popular demand 
hu3 been to cause an immediate "slump" 
in prices, because the ideas on which money 
hnsljeon made then become free to nvals. 
Pianos—though they are still exorbitant- 
ly high—organs, sewing machines and 
watches have thus come within the power 
of purchase by people of moderate means, 
and we believe in no case has disaster 
co no to the manufacturers in consequence 
of this popularization of prices The re- 
duction of market value has been oflset by 
an increase in the volume of material bold.

Indeed it ii 
only the most perfect finish which neutral 
izes the adverse influences to the greatest 
degree. Asa matter of fact, no watch keeps 
perfectly correct time, and even the besi 
chronometers used in observatories and on 
board ships must be regulated according to 
tables which are kept to fix the variations 
to which all watches are liable.—New York 
Times.
